the one to the other; ſo that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. But if ye be led by the Spirit, ye 
are not under the law. Now the works of the 
fleſh are manifeſt, which are theſe, Adultery, forni- 
cation,  uncleannels, laſciviouſneſs, idolatry, witch- 
craft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, ſtrife, 
ſeditions, hereſies, envyings, murders, drunkenneſs, 
revellings, and ſuch like: of the which I tell you 
before, as I have alſo told you in time paſt, that 
they which do ſuch things, ſhall not inherit the 
kingdom of God. But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, long- ſuffering, gentleneſs, goodneſs, faith, 
meekneſs, temperance : againſt ſuch there is no 
law. And they that are Chriſt's, have crucified the 
fleſh, with the affections and lults. If we live in 
the Spirit, let us alſo walk in the Spirit. Let us 
not be deſirous of vain- glory, provoking « one another, | 
eavying one another.
